The question of saluting the flag 
has been and is now being agitated 
extensively, with the laudable 
object of instilling into every youth- 
ful heart that patriotism without 
which no country can live. Salut- 
ing the flag may be new to some, 
but it is old to this writer. Away 
back in the '6o's when a tiny child 
of tender years, upou the death of 
my mother, my father t)eing in the 
Army of the Cumberland, 1 was 
left in the care of the widow of the 
late Capt. John Cleves Symmes (of 
Arctic fame), U. S. A. 

Mrs. Symmes was the daughter 
of au army officer. Col. Pelcby, U. 
vS. A., and the widow, first of Capt. 
Lockwood, U. S. A., then of Capt. 
Symmes, and was a most heroic army 
woman. At the time of which I 
write she was 80 years old, full of 
vigor aud and activity. The Civil 
War engrossed her entirely. Krery- 
I It) or say for her be 

\. said and did. Her 

energies were otten directed toward 
me, and well have i cause never to 
forget the flag. From the time I 
could bend my tiny body I was " or- 
dered" to salute it. 

Promptly at y A. M. we often 
went on "parade" — that is, wewalk- 
ed out over the old streets of New- 
port, Ky., generally ending the day 
af the old barricks (now destroyed), 
to bear the baud at the evening con- 
cert. 

One of my childish honors was 
when, twice a year, we went to Cin- 
cinnati, where "grandma" received 
her pension from the government in 
gold. As we would approach the 
1 on Third .Strei>t, over which 

1 .vas floating, "Salute the 

jtiag, child," she would cotuiuaud. 



Then she aud I would make the 
French courtesy — ^she was French 
— bending from the waist, low, 
almost to the ground, and in the 
most profound manner, which seem- 
ed to me a kind of funeral perform- 
ance. It always attracted the at- 
tention of surprised people. She 
never noticed them, but to me it 
was a real concern which the bright 
little gold dollar — my part of the 
pension — could not wholly dp away 
with. Everywhere and under any 
circumstances I would never fail to 
salute the flag, and she saw to it 
that I understood why this act of 
reverence was rendered. 

" It is your country," and later, 
"it is the union it represents, for 
which so many have laid down their 
lives to save." 

One day there came a letter to me 
all to my own little self, from my 
father, writeu on the battlefield of 
Sbiloh. The envelope had a little 
flag in the left corner aud had a nar- 
row border in blue and red around 
it. Stationery was thus decorated 
in those war days. He had been 
wounded slightly in the shoulder and 
must go to the hospital. He wanted 
to write to bis " darling child" him- 
self so that if his name appeared 
among the wounded aud killed in the 
daily papers I might know the truth. 
While he wrote a large smooth chip 
of wood served for bis writing desk, 
and his back was braced against 
the huge forest tree, from which the 
chip had been cut by some woods- 
man when the battle began. The 
friendly tree protected him as he 
wrote from the bullets, which were 
still flying, although the tide of 
battle had turned in favor of the 
Union. 

My father did not write bow he 
had received the wound, but I learn- 
ed afterward. During the fight- 
indeed, at the crisis — a standard 
bearer was shot through the head 
aud he fell to the ground, bearing 
down the flag with the fttaff brokeu 
in twain. My father, standing near, 
saw it fall, and rushing to the spot 
raised the flag and carried it with 
both bands high as his arms could 
reach onward to the thickest of the 
fight. The regiment rallied and 
followed with all speed, and, alas! 
was cut to pieces. 

My father's cap was shot troni his 
head and he was wounded in the 
shoulder, but bis act, I have been 
told, helped to save the day. 

That impressed me greatly — the 
fact that my father had risked his 
life to keep that flag aloft. Surely 
I thought in my childish brain, as 
I tried to reason it all out, it must 
be some thiug very, very great, and 
it would be a very, very wicked 
little girl or boy who could ever see 
that noble banner and fail to salute 
it. 

At that time it was not customary, 
aud few ever did it. Now it is gener- 
ally observed; the only question 
raised is. What particular way is the 
best ? I have seen many diflercnt 
forms of salute, and have read of 
many others, but to my mind there 
is none sweeter nor quainter than 
the oue employed by a noble old 
lady and a little child, bowing low 
from the waist, with the right band 
ju.st raised to the forehead, then 
brought down to the right side iu 
grateful and loviug salute to the 
greatest of all flags — the Star -Span- 
gled Banner. ,

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Memorial Day, as it was christened 
by its sponsors, the Grand Army, 
Decoration Day, as the people at 
large persist in calling it, although 
chosen by the survivors of the war 
for the union as a season in which 
to honor the memory of our coun- 
try's defenders, comes to us from the 
southland. It was the women of the 
South who instituted the custom of 
placing flowers upon the graves of 
not only their own defenders — none 
the less heroes because I bey died 
for a mistaken idea and a lost cause 
—but resting upon tbe mounds that 
marked the^resting places of Union 
soldiers. Realizing the beauty and 
significance of this conception, the 
Northern people did not long delay 
in following the example set by the 
South. In the month of May, 1868, 
Gen. John A. Logan, then command- 
er of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, issued au order of the ob- 
servance by that organization of 
May 30 as Memorial Day — a day to 
be set apart to the memory of the 
soldiers aud sailors who fell in the 
war of the rebellion. This particular 
day was chosen because it was the 
date of tbe discharge of tbe last sol- 
dier of the Civil War. It is now a 
legal holiday in all the States exept 
ten. 

Until ten years ago it was difficult 
for those born since tbe Civil War to 
realize the full significance that at- 
taches to the day that we observe so 
generally. It is true they can ga- 
ther from history all the events of 
that great struggle in which brother 
fought against brother and son 
against father, but they can form 
no adequate conception of tbe con- 
sternation that pervaded the North 
when the capital itself was threat- 
ened. They cannot grasp the im- 
port of the victory of Actietam; of 
the second Bull Run; of tbe battle 
of Fair Oaks; of the Wilderne.ss; of 
the fiercely contested battle — aud 
the decisive one of tbe war — of 
Gettysburg, in which 150,000 men 
were engaged ; aud scores of other 
battles in which the blood of heroes 
stained the soil of tbe south in that 
titanic struggle between the States 
when more than once the fate of the 
nation trembled in tbe balance. 

Although so many years have 
passed since the war of tbe rebelliou 
the American people are not oblivi- 
ous of tbe debt which they owe to 
the men who fought, suffered and 
died, that the nation night live. 
The recurrence cf Memorial Day, 
with its beautiful and pathetic cere- 
monies, conjures up visions of those 
dark days of tbe past when our 
soldiers in the south were receiving 
their baptism of blood and fire and 
their friends at home were waiting 
iu dread expectancy for " news" 
from the f^^ont. " And when it is 
recalled that there were four long 
years of this warfare, these who 
have appeared upon the stage of life 
since then may able to form au idea 
of the magnitude of what is conceded 
to be the greatest war of history. 

While Memorial Day has been scru- 
pulously observed in the north for 
tbe last 40 years, within tbe last ten 
years it bas been invested with a new 
signficance. It will be a remind- 
er that since tbe close of the rebellion 
the country has again been shaken 
with tbe throes of war — a conflict in 
which some of its best blood was 
sprinkled upon the altar of patriot- 
ism. As the veterans of '61 assemble 
to pay homage to their dead com- 
rades, and the mutfied drum aud 
wailing fife souud a requiem over 
the heroes who met death ou south- 
ern battlefields and in southern pri- 
sons, there will be mourning also for 
tbs patriots of 'q8 — the youug men 
who, with ' and valor equal 

to that of ii > s, fell by Spanish 

shot and shell that au oppressed peo- 
ple might be free. When the chap- 
lets are twined and the garlands are 
woven for those who have listened 
to the last tattoo, they will also be 
laid u|>ou another generation of 
American soldiers. 

As the rites of tbe day are being 
observetl in city, town and hamlet, 
tbe solemnity af tbe occasion will be 
brightened by tbe knowledge that 
the country is thoroughly reunited. 
No sectional feeling or bitter me- 
mories will now or evermore arise to 
mar tbe uarmooy of tbe occasion. 
The enmity that was left by a great 
(wrtion of the south ogbinst its con- 
querors has been entirely dissipated. 
And yet it was not the ouaquering 
guns of the nortberti hosts that 



swept away sectionalism and re- 
moved the animosities engendered by 
that fratricidal strife, but rather the 
cannon that thundered from tbe 
fleets of Spaiu aud the volleys that 
rattled from Spanish Mausers that 
welded together iu one harmonious 
nation the North and South. When 
tbe call to arms resounded through 
the land iu 1 898 the States south of the 
Potomac vied with the north aud 
west in responding to the summons 
to maintain the honor of the flag 
against a foreign foe, aud the first 
victim of that war was a son* of 
North Carolina. The south, with 
tbe rest of the country, can claim 
the victor's laurel even while her 
tears bedew the cypress that marks 
her bereavement. 

Memorial Day will never lose its 
significance and interest. The ranks 
of the Grand Army are becoming de- 
pleted with each succeeding year 
There will soon be but a corporal's 
guard of ithe members left, for they 
are being ' ' mustered out " at a rapid 
rate through age, disability aud 
death. But graves of those who died 
fighting for the flag will not be neg- 
lected. Memorial Day will continue 
to be a day of remembrance. The 
Sons of Veterans will keep olive the 
patriotic flame when their sires are 
no longer able to march to the post- 
room and the cemetery. Then, too, 
the Spanish War veterans will see tO! 
it that the memories of their fallen 
comrades are kept green.

The above title was tbe subject of 
a novel entertainment given before 
the Clerc Literary Society, of Phila- 
delphia, on a recent Thursday even- 
ing. The writer, being one of tbe 
' ' elect ' ' three hundred who were 
duly notified by post -card from the 
society's President, decided to cut 
out the rest of his programme for 
that evening, and joiu the curious 
and expectant throng that might be 
there, to learn something of tbe 
mysteries and unsolved problems 
hiddeu iu postage stamps. We 
arrived at All Souls' Church, neither 
too soon nor too late, just at "the 
psychological moment," if you 
please, when the lecturer vas warm 
iug up in his theme. He looked 
from our point of view, a back seat, 
rather serious and earnest in his 
efforts of eliciting interest in what 
might be with any other lecturer, an 
unwieldy subject. Now and then 
he would iuject a smile to brighten 
it up with like, Sir Joseph in Pina- 
fore, who " polished up the handle of 
the big front door. " For instance, 
when be had told the audience of 
the variety and high money value of 
some of the originals of the copies of 
stamps displayed on the table, be 
asked the name of a stamp that was 
in universal use, which bore the 
head of a famous individual, and to 
give tbe value of the stamp. As no- 
body in the audience bad ever 
studied " Philately" to any per 
ceptible extent, except to find out 
how a stamp tastes, the answers 
given were a blank "O" failure 
from the start. Somebody thought 
it might be a " Lincoln' ' $5 ,000 de- 
nomination. Another thought a 
" Washington" $10,000 price tic- 
ket attached, «ud so on. Then 
came the lecturer's beaming smile

■way down in the mystic depths of 
postage stamps to say nothing of the 
moral or spiritual good that such a 
lecture might produce, Mr. Adams 
tried his level best to demonstrate 
and illustrate. H- vere clear, 

expressive and to I ! , 1, and he 
gave oue tbe impression that he was 
lecturer, who had ability to handle a 
tough subject. His manner was 
quite dignified. He was well 
groomed taA wore • dntss coat with 
black satin lapels of the convention- 
al style, which gave the wearer a 
prosperous appearance and which 
saemed to reflect ou the scrutinizing 
eyes of Rev. Mr. Dautrer, with un- 
common dynamical force. l^rhaps 
I' black satin coat la^iels are not so 
styiish in tbie staid old town of 



(^uakerdom as they are in the 
National Capital ou the Potomac, 
where Mr. Adams usually breathes 
and has his being. At any rate, 
Mr Adams was wholly unconscious 
that his outfit was being scrutinized 
so closely, and was |ike a duck iu 
his element — swimming about mer- 
rily, so to speak, in a pond of post- 
age stamps. There were postage 
stamps galore on exhibition. If we 
were in an exaggerating mood we 
might say there were bushels aud 
bales of them. But we like to stick 
to tbe straight and narrow path of 
truth — there were folios of them by 
the score galore. These stamps 
were iu all the hues and variegated 
tints from the latest creation of 
milady's new Kaster bat to the blaz- 
ing aspect of a February sunset. 
They varied in size and shape from 
one fourth a two-cent stamp to 
half a banknote. They were ar- 
ranged in different designs and 
stuck on sheets of white paper, 
which were stood upright on a 
table, one at a time before tbe au- 
dience. 

Each sheet contained about a 
dozen stamps and as it was present-i 
ed, the lecturer pointed out the 
stamps without hesitation and ex- 
plained about each individually like 
a fond mother dilating on the 
wonders of her numerous progeny. 
Now he would give a bit of the 
stamp's history and then its de- 
nomination, or refer to some parti- 
culars incident connected with it. 
There were duplicate postage stamps 
used in all quarters of the globe. 
Particular interest was attached to 
tnemorifd stamps commemorating 
some great event in history— the 
Centennial Exhibition stamps for 
instance. The British stamp, beat- 
ing the young bead of Queen 
Victoria was one of tbe features of 
tbe lecture. That some youug bead 
remained on the British stamp 
twenty-three years without change, 
even though the Queen had attained 
considerable avoidupois, and had 
advanced in years. When the mis- 
sive bearing this stamp went into 
tbe post-office, it always came out 
with tbe stamp cancelled as is usually 
done in other countries. Tbe picture 
of the Queen's head was disfigured 
or blotted out with a black mark. 
In Germany, however, it was quite 
different. The German stamps bore 
no pictures of royal or imperial 
heads, and to treat a likeness of tbe 
sovereign in tbe manner they do in 
tbe British post-office is considered 
au insult to the crown and uot 
tolerated. It is what they would 
call a case of " lese luajeste," a 
crime against the state. 

Tbe processes of printing stamps 
were various and progressive. From 
tbe original wood cut, the im- 
pressions have become finer and more 
exact in illustration. Lithography 
was some improvement over wood, 
then came zinc, copper ;; 1. 

Tbe steel engraved stamp v ue 

art, but when pboto- etching or the 
process of "half tone" was invented, 
even steel was relegated to the back- 
ground to give place to the camera 
which is more accurate iu illustra- 
tion than tbe artist's baud The 
strangest process of printing stamps 
was by means of tbe typewriter as 
produced in some parts of Africa.

Out of 
tbe 300 persons who were advised 
by post -card of the proposed lecture 
only 4 per cent responded by their 
presence, which fact if interpreted 
means Mr. Adams' efforts were 
worthy of a better theme. 

A rising vote of thanks was un- 
auimously tendered tbe lecturer at 
the conclusion of his discourse, and 
Rev. Dantzer, who made tbe con- 
cluding remarks, srood uaturedly 
jollied him on his " hobby" and 
evidence of prosperity as indicated 
by the satin lapels of bis dress coat.

I notice that there is a movement 
on foot to have the deaf thoughout 
the country contribute towards 
the maintenance of the Gallaudet 
statue at the Hartford school. Giv- 
ing due credit to what Dr. Gallaudet 
has done for the deaf of this country, 
it does seem that the asking of con- 
tributions from the deaf for the main- 
tenance or repair of the statue to 
Hartford is a reflection on the man- 
agement of that school and implies 
that it is forgetful to the debt of 
gratitude which it owes to its 
founder. 

While the deaf in the United 
States give due expression to their 
gratitude to Gallaudet, are they not 
forgetting their universal benefactor 
De r Epee, who was the first to open 
a .school for the deaf and gave »o 
them their beloved sign-language? 
In July, 1 91 2, there will be a grand 
celebration of the Bi -centenary of 
De I'Epee in France. It might be 
well on that occasion, while the 
deaf from all parts of the globe 
gather in Paris to do honor to their 
greatest benefactor, to have a grand 
demonstration in his honor by the 
deaf in the United States. 

I would suggest that the N. A. D. 
take up the matter immediately ; 
that a committee be appointted to 
take the matter in hand ; that con- 
tributions be asked from the deaf in 
the United States for the erection of 
a monument to De I'Epee at Kendall 
Green ; that, if possible, that monu- 
ment be the work of a deaf-mute. 
Tbe unveiling of tbe monument 
would attract national attention. 
The doings on that occasion by the 
deaf, their speeches, etc., would be 
a powerful object lesson to the hear- 
ing public, which needs to be better 
informed as regards the iutelligence 
and ability of the deaf and of their 
attachment to the sign-language and 
the combined method.

Local papers chronicle particulars 
alH>ut the trial and senteuoe of 
Thos. Meehan, which we enclose 
herein. 

Guilty of murder iu the second 
degree, as cbargeil in the indictment, 
was the verdict of the jury in the 
case of Thomas Meehan, deaf-mute, 
who killed his brother-in-law, Frauk 
McGuire. His punishment was 
fixed at 10 years la the penitentiary, 
the minimum second-degree sen- 
tence. The verdict, returned sealed 
Wednestlay night, was read at the 
opening of Judge McQuillin's court 
Thursday morniug. 

Miss Pearl W. Herduiau, teacher 
at the Gallaudet School for Deaf 
Mutes, who had acted as interpreter 
for Meehan duriug the tiial, was 
not is court when the verdict was 
read. Meehau's attorney, James 
O'Biien, wiote on a piece of pa(>er: 
"Ten years in prison. " Meehau's 
eyes wldenetl, his lips parted and 
he tliiew up one of bis bands iu a 
gesture of mingleJ surprise and 
protestation. 

As he was l>eiug taken back to 
jail, as he passed his sislsr, Mrs. 
MuGuire, who was holding her baby 
on her lap, he stooped and kissed 
the child. As the jail door closed 
behind him he uttered a shrill cry. 

Meehan killed McGuire the night 
of March %'i at 'iiOi Biddle Street iu 



a family quarrel. His plea of self- 
defense was upheld by his wife and 
mother. On account of bis limited 
kuowled^'e of ilu) sign-language he 
was permitted to write his statement 
of the killiuM. He wrote as rullows: 

The following happened on the 
second floor, rear, of 2308 Biddle 
Street, where I was boarding with my 
brother, Frank Meehan, at 7:30, .n- 
thereabouts, Thursday, March 23. I 
came out of my room aftet Mis. 
Frank Meehan woke me up, and see- 
ing Mrs. Frank Meehan, Mrs. Liz- 
zie McGuire and Frank McGuire 
fighting my bi other Frank ou the 
porch, separated them. 

.lust as soon as I b:id them se- 
parated Frank McGuire hit aai and 
jumped on my brother Frank agaiu. 
Thinking they were killing my 
hrotlier, I jumped uu Fiaiik McGuire 
and pulteil him away a second time. 
He then started Iteatiug me and I 
stabbeil him to save our lives. I 
used the little blade of the knife, 
wliich was a pocket knife about two 
inches in length. The longest 
''lade was about two inches longer. 
The other one al>out one inch 
longer. 

Frank McQuire had always been 
on good terms liefore this time. I 
was arrested at Twenty- fourth and 
Carr Streets, at my cousin. Mat No 
lan's house. 

Although, as a result of her form- 
er experiences iu court, Miss Herd- 
man tell perfectly at home in the 
role of an inteipreter, she found the 
task of conversing with Meehan a 
difficult one, owing lo his lack of 
education in ttie sign language. 
Ills' signs for words were so liinite«l 
that the tctcher had to signal to 
him as she would to a child.
